males  and  one  female,  all  legithaate  children,  'Ihis  equals  an 
e:xceedingly  low  rate  of  27,0  per  1000  live-births  , The  rate  for 
last  year  was  a very  high  one  105.3  per  1000  births  and  the  previous 
year  higher  still  133,3,  fhe  rate  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  in 
England  and  Wales  was  49,  The  above  mentioned  rate  is  the  lowest  on 
record,  and  is  one  of  the  redeeming  features  of  the  report.

The  statements  made  in  the  report  for  the  year  1941  under 
this  section  also  apply  to  the  2'ear  under  review,  with  the  exception 
that  a modern  Infectious  Hospital  at  Llangefni  replaces  the  Old  Druid 
lios  pital , 
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V/a-uer  Supply: 

Slie  v;ator  Gcheincs  for  Eenlloch  Bay,  Cemaes  Bay  and 
Llanerchymedd  have  made  considerable  progress  of  late  and  should 
be  functionine  soon.  I an  doubtful  about  the  adequate  supply  of 
water  at  Llanerchymedd,  'Lie  presence  of  the  Land  Arny  Hostel  means 
a considerable  strain  on  the  supply. 

In  Auers t 1942  we  sent  a sample  for  a bacteriological  report  from 
Rhvdgnch  V/oll,  Goedana . Ihls  water  contained  evidence  of  faecal 
poilutlon  and  was  considered  unsa tis fac tr^ry  in  its  present  state. 
Later  the  well  was  thoroughly  cleaned  and  a second  sample  was  sent  to 
the  Analys  t v/h ich  also  pr o ve d uns a t is f a c t cry , 

Brynswyddon  V/oll  on  Ysgoidy  Earn  - Wo  also  sent  a sample  of  raw 
water  from  this  well  to  the  Analyst  (4.11.42V.  Ihe  result  was  as 
follows ; - " lliero  is  evidence  of  slight  faecal  pollution.  In  addition 
a large  number  of  col5.fo,mi  organisms  , probably  derived  from 
surface  soil  are  gaining  access  to  the  water,  a clrcumis  tance  which 
sould  be  regarded  with  suspicion,  unless  there  is  no  danger  of 
pollution  from  human  s ources . Eiltera tion  or  chlorination  should 
render  the  water  satisfactory''. 

Whter  supuly  for  the  whole  county  has  been  a subject 
discussed  on  many  oocasiens.  In  September  1942  a conference  was  held 
when  the  Health  Authorities  were  'rr;pres entod,  and  also  the  County 
Coun.cilt  The  need  for  a c trm.nr  chans  ive  water  supply  system  for  the 
County  was  pointed  out.  It  was  generally  agreed  tha  b tlie  problem 
could  bettor  be  taclrled  cn  a County  basis,,  riian  by  individual 
district  Councils.  The  repor  b of  Hossrs  Henry  Adams  & Son  on  the 
future  water  supply  of  Anglesey  was  considered  and  also  a report 
by  Dr  Greenley,  The  Conference  decided  tiaat  the  Clerk  should  confer 
with  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  and  Dr  Greenley  on  the  matter. 

Hie  V/ater  Committee  of  the  County  Council  or^^agod  Hr  R.S.Raffety, 
1.1,1ns  t.C.S.  to  make  a general 'survey  of  the  ei:isting  and  potential 
water  resources  of  the  island.  His  report  was  approved  at  a recent 
conference,  and  a Joint  Water  Committee  has  been  appointed ^with 
representatives  of  the  County  Council  and  the  local  authorities. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage: 

“ ~~~  I have  again  received  a complaint  about  a 

nuisance  on  the  fore-shore  at  Ceiwaen  . This  seems  to  occur  every  year, 
due  to  the  flooding  of  Cesspooic  from  the  houses  in  the  Llarine  drive. 
After  considerable  trouble,  I got  the  agent  to'rcmove  the  source  of 
the  nuisance.  A promise  was  made  years  ago  to  clear  the  cesspools 
frequently, 

I attended  to  a nuisance  which  existed  at  the  back  of  Hos  . 1,2  S:  3 
Brvnglas,  Llanfechell,  which  the  landlord  repaired,  also  a nuisance 
at" the  back  of  the  house  of  Hr  Robert  Hughes,  Butcher,  Llanerchymedd 
v/h  ich  v/a s removed. 

Hy  attention  was  drawn  to  a 
from  Ty  Refail,  Cemaes,  The 
an  open  channel  which  gives 


piped  drain  which  carries  waste  water 
drain  is  piped  at  the  start  then  becomes 
rise  to  an  offensive  smell. 


Hr  William  Williams  of  Bryngollen  Hewydd,  Llanerchymedd  complained 
of  the  state  of  the  "Dumping  Ground",  Ho  complained  of  offensive 
smell  emanating  from  the  dump,  and  the  place  was  infested  with  rats 
in  a half  dying  condition,  after  an  attempt  had ’been  made  to  poison 
tiiem.  TIie“dump  is  about  70  yards  from  the  house,  and  appears  to  be  an 

ideal  spot.  It  is  well  protected  witli  a high  wall  from  the  main  road 

and  surrounded  by  barbed  wire,  I suggested  that  more  lime  should  bo _ 

mixed  with  the  refuse,  which,  if  possible  should  bo  covered  with  soil. 

I visited  Hin-y-Don  Hotel,  Red  V.harf  Bay,  accompanied  by  Councillor 
Hugh  Williams  and  the  Sanitary  Inspect'^r.  We  irjnpected  the  drains 
connected  with  the  Hotel.  Tne  Hotel  has  two  bathrooms ^ and  three  water 
closets  which  are  connected  v;ith  a cesspool  situated  in  the  back^y^ard. 
The  waste  water  from  the  kitchen  runs  directly  to  a separa^tc  draa.n 
which  is  directed  from  the  front  of  the  Hotel  towards  a tidal,  .river 
and  is  about  100  yards  long.  The  cesspool  is  emptied  into  tbe  s;..a 
when  the  tide  is  up.  V/e  found  a 9”  drain  pipe  broken.  Ihe  tunam;  agreed 


to  repair  this  and  extend  the  drain  further  into  the  sea.

Hie  Improvement  in ‘the  adaption, 
cleanliness  and  sanitation  of  the  shippons  continues,  'Ihe  Inspector
